Burleson resolution, for alleged vio 
lation of the anti-trust laws, in which 


they say: 

We write to Inform you that the Farm- 
ers’ Union of Georgia hasn't the east 
Objection to tais investigation. 

The fact is, no doubt, the Georgia 


Farmers’ Union, indeed that of the 
entire country, would like to see it 
made. There is nothing like wide pub- 
licity to help a good and worthy 
cause, and the showing which the 
Farmers’ Union -could easily make 
would greatly strengthen its hands 
in the earnest and valiant fight in 
which it is engaged. 

The Livingston-Burleson resolution 
was originally intended to cause in- 
quiry to be made into the gambling 


Exchange. It was subsequently 
amended through the efforts of Rep- 
resentative Lovering of Massachu- 


setts, who is said to be involved in 
the spinning interests, so as to bring 
about investigation also of the Farm- 
ers’ Union and other agricultural and 
business organizations in the south, 
on the ground that they were formed 
to control the price of cotton. 

More recently, however, there has 
come report of abandoning the in- 
jtentions of investigationg these or- 
ganizations. Doubtless those back of 
the movement woke up to the fact 
that such investigation would only 
serve to strengthen them, and that 
is just exactly what they do not want 
to do.
